A. M. Latter, lately of Shanghai, on 
| “The Government of the Foreigners 
jin China.”

are governed here, but it contains « 
good deal that will be new to readers 
at home, and winds up with a sugges- 
tion that is worth the notice of 
jtesidents in Chine. Mr. Latter be- 
givs by describing the position in 
which the foreigner is placed by the 
maintenance of extraterritoriality in 
China, which he eays is essentially 9

Mr. Latter describes at some length 
the improper use by Chinese, of for- 
eigners’ names to save themselves 
from oppression by their own officin's, | 
and sometimes to themselves oppress 
their fellow-countrymen. This is a 
custom which is undoubtedly too 
common: bnt Consuls and Gonrts| 
may uanally be trusted, with the 
ince of trained lawyers, to see 
throngh these pretences, and the 
custom, reprehensible #3. i's abuses 
are, does give employment to a few 
foreigners who would otherwise fin!

The Foreign Minister was sent 
for several times; but he did not put in 
an appearance. “Tho Russian Minister 
made free use of high words; but was 
unable to carry his point. 

‘The Corean officials are indignant with 
the Russian Minister, for his ungentle- 
manly and high-handed behaviour, and 
regard his movements as an insult to the 
Corean officials. 

Ye Do-sai, Foreign Minister, is believ- 
ed to have decided to resign becauso he 
sees that if he remains in office he will be 
compelled by the Court to affix the official 
seal to the Ryong-an lease. 

The latest despatch from Yong-Ampho 
(Ryong-an) states that the Russians are, 
pushing on with their works there. There 
are seventy Russians and 1,300 Chinese 
employed constructing houses. Horses 
and bullocks are allowed to graze on the 
cultivated ground in the neighbourhood. 
The Russians have a police force there, 
and any Coreans who disobey Russian 
orders are punished. 

One American warship arrived at 
Tatsungko recently and several officers 
went over to Ryong-an (Yong-Ampho) to 
bave a look round. They left the place 
after a short stay.— Mainichi.”

After the return of the Imperial Court 
to Peking, on the 7th January 1902, there 
hogan a mutual cultivation of good will 
Letween the highest representatives of 
China and the Foreign Powers, which, no 
matter what ulterior motives one or an- 
other view may attribute to it, cannot 
jail to have a profound influence on com- 
mercial developments. Foreign taste in 
furniture, decorations, and many minor 
comforts’ has rapidly come in vogue 
on a large class of iniluential officials 
and is sure to affect ever-widening circles 
i the population. More important still 
from the present point of view is the 
Iupperial culogium of railway travelling, 
by the decreeing of special lines 
iy from Peking to the Summer 
lace and to the Western Tombs. With 
that the last seruple of conservative 
angers-on to the old has been blown 
to the winds, and the way is clear for the 
extension of the steam traffic, which the 
tive hails with such open ap- 
proval. Certainly no one who has seen, 
day after day, immense crowds jostling 
each other in front of the ticket office, 
snd packing themselves, with holiday 
humour, into half a score of open freight 
cars, can doubt for a moment the coming 
of the new era heralded by the locomotive. 
Freight for Peking from the seaboard, 
including all Tribute Rice, goes now al- 
most exclusively by rail. According to 
reports, the Peking-Tientsin- 
Tangku-Shanbaikuan Railway Line earn- 
cd during the year 1902, a sum of about 
Tis. 3,000,000, “i.c., on ‘a booked capital 
cutlay of Tis. 10,000,000; in this sum is 
not included the-earning of the Shanhai- 
kuan-Yingkou Line, booked with ‘Ts. 
16,000,000, which until the end of 1902, 
remained in the occupation of the Russian 
Military. The classic river traffic by the 
Peiho to Tungchou has practically come 
te an end, so that the Imperial Railway 
Administration can hardly make both 
ends meet on the branch line designed to 
















































convey goods between Tungchou and the 
capital. No harm has thereby dome to 
junk-owners; on the contrary, the in- 
creasing transit trafic along the other 
water lines, together with the transporta- 
tion of Railway Materials to the very 
heads of navigation, where the Lu-Han 
Line and the Peking Syndicate are now 
pushing their work, has yielded high 
rofits to the river people. The Lu-Han 
Risilway bos found ite returns quicker 
than did the earlier line to Peking, which 
had the Boxer destruction added to the 
troubles of the pioneer, The Belgian 
Line is now open to traffic as far as 
Chéngtingfu, while the road-bed has 
reached Shuntéfu, near the north-western 
corner of Chibli provinee. By independent 
experts this line is well spoken of in res- 
sect of solidity of constructions, rollin; 
Stock, and careful administration, an 
there is every prospect that ere long it 
will yield a handsome revenue. During 
the Fear the gross receipts of this line 
averaged $100,000 a month, of which 
about four-fifths represented’ passenger 
fares. The Peking Syndicate will first 
tap the Shansi anthracite deposits on 
their most accessible side, where they 
corner out into Honan. 80 miles of rail- 
way to Taok‘ou, on the Wei River, is all 
that is wanted to supply a great part of 
the plain along the Weiho, the Grand 
Canal, and their tributaries’ with cheap 
Coal and probably to compete in Tientsin 
with the Coal from tho Kaipi . 
The projected extension of the railway up 
to the Shansi plateau as far as Tséchou, 
will place the terminal in the midst of 
one of the most notable Coal and Iron 
regions in the world. ‘The Lu-Han Line 
will be crossed at right angles, and will 
share in the distribution north and south. 
With the close of the year came the news 
that the Russo-Chinése Bank had suc- 
ceeded in the negotiation for the building 
cf a railway from Chéngtingfu to Tai- 
yuanfu. Without entering here into the 
political significance of the contract, it 
remains true that few people realise now 
what economic changes must come a few 
years hence, with the completion of this 
particular line, even more than with that 
of the Peking Syndicate Line. Geologists 
end prospectors have found in Shansi the 
richest Coal deposits in the world, with 
high-grade Iron Ore and Limestone lying 
alongside of them. Utter lack of roads 
or navigable waterways has hitherto kept 
anything beyond primitive local indu»- 
tries from arising, and the mass of the 
Feople is stagnant from enforced idleness. 
With the railway will come work, wages, 
new vigour, and, of chief importance for 
the port of ‘Tientsin, increasing ability to 
tuy imported goods. Tientsin is the 
seaport for Shansi. No other Treaty 
port has, at least before 1902, recorded 
transit ‘relations with Shansi, while 
Tientsin sont Hk. Tis. 2,511,453 worth 
ct goods there during the past year, count- 
ing only what was sent covered by Mari- 
thme Customs Transit Passes. But the 
joint evidence of the transit table and of 
the geological map does not stop here: it 
goes to show that the commercial hinter- 
Jand of Tientsin embraces Northern Shen- 
si and nearly all of Kansu, and extends 
back into Tibet and Turkestan. At pre- 
sent Hankow is the only rival of Tientsin 
in mediating the trade of all these 
stretches of Central Asia, ‘The mountain 
trails west of Chungking, in Szechuan, 
can be left out of account. While only 
uctual surveys will settle the point, it 
looks almost certain that the first, per- 
haps for a generation or more, the only 
reilway from the granary of Shensi will 
run vid Taiyuanfu to ‘Nentsin, thus 
restricting North-bound trade from Han- 
kow and the South to the southern side

from Bhensi a lower-priced grade of pro- 
duce will be embraced in the rts 
from Kansu and beyond to Tientsin, and 
Imports will increase in direct proportion. 
‘The connexion by rail with the Tran: 
siborian Railway has so far ad no appreei 
able effects on the commercial situation 
at Tientsin; it has of course brought the 
quicker and cheaper route of travel to 
Burope into popular favour, and it has 
already resulted in a quicker mail service, 
which is, however, still limited and un- 
certain. ' Just when people began in earn- 
est to send letters over Siberia, the route 
was closed to all mail starting west of 
Russia until such time as an adequate 
postal staff and transport facilities 
can be organised. Letters from ‘Tien- 
tsin «for Europe, however, are still 
accepted, and the Chinese Imperial 
Post Office has arranged to take over 
the work of rogistering mail, writing 
Russian addresses on it, and affixing 
Russian stamps, for all correspondents 
who are willing to risk the ‘route. A 
trifling leakage in the Revenue has no 
doubt resulted from the free entry of 
Foreign goods over the railway. While 
Likin and Transit business are guarded 
at the principal station, no! provision bas 
yet beon made for the lerging of Import 
or Export Duties on goods crossing the 
boundary by rail. On account of the high 
freight which must necessarily be charged 
tor such an immense stretch of land 
transportation, only goods representing 
big value in small bulk need be expected 
to come from Europe to China via Siberia. 
Another consideration opened by railway 
‘traffic to and from Tientsin is as to the 
effectiveness of quarantine regulations 
which do not extend to every trainload 
of passengers and goods conveyed from 
infected ricts. In June of the past 
ear medicél examination of all Eine 

‘ailing from Shanghai was ordered, and 

three steamers were detained as having 
cholera on board. During this period 
trains moved regularly between Peking, 
‘Tientsin, and Newchwang, all of whic, 
Places were moro or less infected. Some 
sceptical critics, who remembered quaran- 
tino regulations about Hamburg and other 
instances of sanitary precautions in the 
West, made bold to express their doubts 
about the value of checking only one of 
many channels of infection. By the end 
of June, the disease had nearty run its 
course, without having caused an excep- 
tionally high death rate or having materi- 
ally disturbed local trade. Tt had one 
beneficial result, in pressing the Ticntsin 
Provisional Government to demonstrate 
to a large Chinese community what was 
meant by strict sanitation, and how a 
dangerous epicemic could be confined in 
its ravages by the “practical application 
of modern medical knowledge. Mining 
according to Western methods has been 
painted in previous Reports as forming 
the main prospect for the creation of new 
industries in| Chihli and the northern 
provinces of the Empire ; and it was hoped 
that by the influx of Foreign money and 
jalgamation with Ohinese capital 

it might become a great wealth and com- 
mereo generating agent. Unfortunately, 
the experiment mado. in the case of the 
Chinese Engineering and Mining Com- 
pany and its connection with Foreign 
capital bas so far not turned out, from 
the Chinese Joist of view, s transaction 
of a satisfactory nature.

gettled down at present. 








‘The Viceroy’s Position 

‘The Chinese papers have it that the 
Vigtroy io. to be transferred to Chibli 
province, and that ho will be succeeded 
tither by Yuan Shih-kai or K'uei Chun, 
Scho was formerly Viceroy in, Szechuan.

The streets in the lower 
part of the city were under water and the

city authorities to save either life or pro 
perty. ‘They seemed to be either helpless 
or to take no interest in the sufferers.

The fresh air, moun- 
"tain climbing, and daily bathing, all seem 
to give the men hew energy and never 
‘wore meetings of several hours’ duration 
each day attended with more zest. The 
yrogramme is not publicly announced but 
consists each day of Bible study, from 
to 8.30, breakfast, from 9.30 to 10.30 
discussion of some live topic (yesterday 
the men chose the topic concerning the 
relations between Roman Catholics and 
Protestants), and at eloven o'clock ther 
isa more. formal . “Platform address” 
which has been given respectively thus 
far by Dr. Ament, the Rev. Cunningham, 
the Rev. Turner and Dr. Pyke. The 
entire afternoon is given up to bath- 
ing and sports. At half past six there is a 
sunset prayer-mecting on the rocks. 
‘After their supper in the evening the 
men are not slow to accept tho privilege 
of going to bed. There are sixty men pre- 
sent from five missions and tley constitute 
an audience any man might count it an 
honour to address. It is hoped that this 
school may beome an annual institution 
and, by some arrangement, the numbers 
attending can be largely increased. What 
it may mean of physical and moral woll- 
being for the Chinese to come to this quiet 
‘ sea-side resort and enjoy the beauties of 
‘nature no one can estimate.

In 
the present case four out of six prisoners 
are apparently neither connected with 
the publication of the “ Supao”” nor with 
the “Ai-kuo” patriotic association to 
which the Imperial Edict specially refers ; 
their offences are unstated, their identity 
unproved; to hand the defendants over 
for summary execution without according 
them an opportunity to prove their inno- 
cence would bring lasting disgrace to the 
Powers concerned in the good government 
of the fereign settlement and seriously 
prejudice its future administration. Final- 
ly the fact is important that the Senior 
Consul endorsed the warrant in this case, 
the defendants were arrested, upon a 
inet agreement with the ‘Chinese 
authorities that, upon conviction, punish- 
ment. would be carried out in the Settle 
ment. ‘he Council ventures therefore to 
urge that the Chinese Government be 
informed that the recognised procedure 
must he adhered to. Tu conclusion, the

terests of the community of Shanghai are 
in no slight measure affected by the issues 
which have been raised in the “S tupac 
case. 

The Council is fully aware that, as re- 
gards jurisdiction over the subjects of 
the Emperor of China, no foreign autaori- 
ties have, strictly speaking, any right of 
intervention, such jurisdiction vesting 
solely in ‘the Chinese Government 
Nevertheless it is to be observed, and the 
Council's recent communications were 
intended to draw attention to the im 
portant feet, that the conditions under 
which this jurisdiction is exercised by the 
Chinese ~Government’s representatives 

in the limits of the Foreign Settle 
ment, the procedure for arrests of re 
sideuts Lefore trial and their punishment 
thereafter, are matters intimately affect. 
ing the whole system of local administra- 
tion und the general well-being and 
security of the community. Their Exce!- 
lencies the Ministers are aware, and the 
Chinese Government has admitted, that 
in these matters the exercise of native 
jurisdiction over Chinese residents in the 
Settlement is subject to certain limite- 
tions, without which the continued 
administfation of the Settlement, as s 
place set apart for the residence and trade 
of Europeans, could uot be permanent! 
or satisfactorily maintained. This prin- 
ciple has been recognised by the Powers 
which conferred the Land Regulations ou 
the Foreign Community. 

In submitting the facts of the " Supao”” 
ese for Their Excellencies’ consideration, 
the Council acted in the interests of the 
Foreign Community and 1 have the honour 
to observe that, by virtue of the rights 
and responsibilities of local administra: 
tion vested in the Council by the Electore 
and sanctioned by the Treaty Powere 
under the Land Regulations, such action 
was in conformity with precedent and 
necessitated by the exigencies of the 
case itself. 

In conclusion, the Council would state 
that under the Land Regulations, th 
initiative in matters of local legislation 
rests with the Electors, and it was chiefly

Dean Sim,—On tho 18th instant 1 
briefly acknowledged your letter of the 
14th; since then I have received from 
you and perused with interest copies of 
Reports dated 14th December, 1898 and 
the 6th ultimo, presented to the Municipal 
Council of the day by Mr. C. Mayne, 
Municipal Engineer. 

My task would remain unfinished if 1 
allowed these to pass without any special 
notice, but in view of your observation 
that “the question is an important one 
for discussion by the Ratepayers in whose 
hands must rest the ultimate decision,” 
I shall make my remarks as brief as 
possible. 

Mr. Mayne’s report of the Mth Decem- 
ber, 1898 is clear and concise, and it must 
be ‘assumed that it was not drawn up 
hurriedly, but was the outcome of care- 
“ful deliberation and professional investi- 
gation.

the cost of renewing these bundings would 
go tewards the cost of constructing the 
culvert, which from the point of view 
ef tho French Council would be a great 
yublic improvement.

GERMAN MISSIONARY SERIOUSLY} 
WOUNDED. 





(From 4 Connesroxvext,) 
Canton, 22nd August. 
News came to Canton a few days ago to 
the effect that Mr. Homeyer, of the Ber- 
iin Mission, had been attacked by pirates 
in the North River, and very seriously 
wounded. Mr. Homeyer came to Canton 
somo weeks ago to attend the yearly con- 
ference of the Mission, and when the’con- 
ference was over, he was returning with 
his wife and family to his station, near 
Nan Lung, on the North River. For some 
days after leaving Canton the trip 
was a pleasant one, but on the morn- 
ing of the 18th, Mr. Homeyer and his 
family had an experience which was far 
from pleasant. While the crew of his 
boat were taking their morning meal, Mr. 
Homeyer went on shore to gather flowers 
for his wife and children. After break- 
fast the boat was taken across the river 
ond tracking was commenced, most of the 
boatmen being on shore assisting in the 
tracking. About 9 o’clock Mr. Homeyer 
heard the sound of firearms, and seizing 
his Mauser rifle he fired several shots into 
the air, to let his assailants know he was 
armed, hoping that this would scare them 
and ward of the attack. His as- 
seilants, however, seemed to have 
been fairly numerous. They were hidden 
amongst the bushes on the river bank and 
kept up a lively fusilade upon the boat. 
‘ The Captain of the boat soon fell wound- 
ed. Mr. Homeyer himself réceived four 
pellets in the face, and his wife's maid- 
servant three near the right temple. 
| After Mr. Homeyer found that he was 
| opposed to upwards of 90 well-armed 
natives, he put the rifle away, as he did 
not desire to wound or kill anyone, his 
sole object being to warn the pirates off. 
| The pirates then boarded the boat, forced 
the Missionary to open one case of effects, 











“and then proceeded to carry off all that 

j was valuable. 

| ‘The wounded persons in the boat were 
all in a serious condition, and it was there- 


fore decided to put about and return to 
Canton by the steam launch trafficking on 
the North River. Mr. Homeyer arrived 
at Canton on the evening of the 20th, and 
went the same night to see the German 
Consul, who is taking up the matter very 
vigorously, with a view of the capture and 
punishment of Mr. Homeyer's assailants. 

Yesterday the three wounded were 
treated at the Canton Hospital by Dr. 


| Todd, who put them under the X rays 


in order to locate tho pellets. Under 
chloroform two pellets were extracted 
from Mr. Homeyer’s face, one from the 
boatman, and one from the maid-servant, 
Unfortunately, Mr. Homeyer and tho 
maid-servant have to undergo another 
serious operation to-day. 

We hear that the robbers belong to the 
Tsun Yuen people of Pha Kong, where 
the engineors employed on the railway 
were attacked some little time ago. They 
have rented a house in the neighbourficod 
of Weimokok, near Wang Shek, where 
the robbery took place. It is also stated 
that some of the robbers are living in a 
temple not far away, and that the Tsun 
Yuen people go to the Yuen Tak district, 
because they aro ablo to carry on their 
depredations there unchecked. “Unless the 
Mandarins of both districts are made ro- 
sponsible for this latest outrage, tho rob- 
bers will nof be punished at all and tho 
result will be very serious for other travel- 
Jers in the district. It is a pity that the 
Chinese Government is not able to pre- 
Fost such daring outrages in broad day- 

ight. 





RECOLLECTIONS OF 
SHANGHAI. 


To rue Kvrton oF THe “ PeKina ax 
‘Trestsiy Ties.” 

Deax Sin,—Withont intention of dis- 
cussing the ‘appropriateness of the term 
“Internation! Settlement? as applied 
to Shanghai, the following may be of 
some interest to your readers. The first 
Municipal Council in Shanghai held its 
first meeting on 17th July, 1854. ‘There 

seven members present, ono of whom 
at least, was an American.’ One of the 
the minutes of that meet-

The Super- 
intendent of Police was the highest paid 
Municipal servant. He was receiving 
$150 per month and at the meeting o 
Sth November, 1854, the Council allowed 
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im “1 dollar per day for his lodging, 
until the Council make other arrange- 
ments.” A few days -before this Mr. 
Cunningham, on behalf of the Council, had 
purchased from Messrs. Geo. Barnet and 
Co. for $2,500 a site for the Police Bar- 

ick. It would be interesting to know 
what this land is worth to-day. Tt was 
probably over this Police Barrack di 
cussion tkat Shanghai got its firm hold on 
self-government. The merchants were 

ostly British, but they were ull there to 
trade, and while they had only respect 
for their Consular representatives, they 
then and there killed all ideas of one 
man power, 

‘The minutes of the meeting of 6th 
December, 1854, define the duties of the 
Superintendent of Police. Paragraph first 
reads:—To place himself under the 
direction of the Municipal Council, and 
to obey their requisitions to the utmost 
of his power, ete.” Paragraph 5: “'The 
Superintendent is to hold himself in read 
ness, with the whole Force under his com- 
mand, to assist the Magistrates or Consuls 
of the Treaty Powers, but only when 
required to do so by the Chairman of the 
Council.” 

‘The 2nd Council held its first meeting 
26th March, 1855. The presiding officer 
was the late Mr. W. S. Wetmore, an 
American. 

At this meeting the Superintendent of 
Police had his salary cut to $100 
month, but. was, in addition to his police 
duties to take charge of roads and jetties, 
at $25 per month, and act us Clerk to the 
Council, in making ont bills and attend- 
ing to accounts at $25 per month. The 
police grant for that year was $6,500. 
The following minute shows that the new 
Council were bent on economy. “That 
the offico of paid Clerk at 50 dollars per 
month, and Interpreter at 30 dollars per 
month, be abolished, the Council consider- 
img them unnecessary; and that the 
epistolary labours of ‘the Council be 
limited within the bounds of actual necos- 
sity, ths office of interpretership boing 
performed by the contractor of roads, whe 
is to be lodged with the Police:"" “That, 
except for nominal purposes there shall 
he no Chairman, cach member of tho 
Committeo being generally consulted upon 
all subjects, and that correspondence be 
signed by tho three members of the 
Council”? 

“That for convenience, one member 
shall keep the minutes of proceedings and 
act as Treasurer, and attend generally to 
the audit and keeping accounts.” 

Tho first meeting of the rd Council was 
held Mth January, 1856. Mr. George 
Griswold Gray, an’ American, was the 
Chairman of the mectiu; 

On the Sth of February Chee Poi was 
ven a contract “for lighting the 38 
imps, keeping the roads and jetties clean, 
and assisting to collect the taxes from 
Chinese, for 12 months” for “2,650 
Mexican dollars.” He was to be specially 
impressed with the necessity of putting 
plenty of bricks on the roads. On the Sth 
of May “Dr. Kirk's bill of 400 dollars for 
attending and supplying medicines to the 
Police for the year ending Ist instant, was 
ordered to be paid,” and it was agreed.— 
“That his services should be continued at 
the same rate for the current year.””

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SIR EDWARD GREY 
ON AFFAIRS IN THE 
FAR EAST. 


WE have already published in full 
the report of the debate in connection 
with the expenses of the Foreign 
Office, but the opinions of so pro- 
minent a politician as Sir Edward 
Grey, who is sure of aseat in the next 
Cabinet, if he cares to take it, should 
the Liberals win the coming election 
as they confidently hope to do, are of 
more than passing importance at this 
juncture. Intervening in the debate 
during the course of a speech by 
Viscount Cranborne, he said that he 
failed to see “the success of the 
foreign policy which the noble lord 
had claimed. The co-operation with 
Germany in China, so far as he could 
judge, had been an entire failure,” 
Referring to the egregious Anglo- 
German agreement, which the Govern- 
ment announced with a fanfare of 
trumpets, he said, in reply to Lord 
Granborne’s admission that it was 
not held by the German Government 
to apply to Manchuria: “Then I think 
the Anglo-German agreement is a 
most one-sided instrument.” At the 
first test it had broken down, and, 
after all that had passed, he thought 
it evident that “the Government has 
been pursuing a wrong policy alto- 
gether with regard to co-operation 
with Germany. They have been 
relying on the one Power from whom 
they have got nothing in return.” 

Probably Mr. Stead’s criticism on 
this passage would be that the 
Government did get 2 good deal from 
Germany, viz., neutrality during the 
Boer War; but then Mr, Stead was a 
pro-Boer, and so blinded by prejudice 
as to think that Germany had it in 
her power to do us serious hurt, 
which was not the case. 

Sir Edward then proceeds to the 
alternative. ‘This, he says, is “a 
policy of co-operation and agreement 
with Russia.” Here we have the old 
pro-Muscovite leaning of Mr. Glad- 
stone, strengthened, it must be 
admitted, by the late Lord Salisbury's 
weighty pronouncement that in 
the Crimean War we had “put 
our money on the wrong horse.” 
Doubtless Sir Edward is right 
when he says that “so long as the key 
of our policy is co-operation or agree- 
ment with Germany in the first 
instance, we shall never have a chance 
of co-operation and agreement with 
Russia.” No serious attempt appears 
to have been made to come to such 


an understanding, We have shilly-| 





shallied all these years. Busied in 
South Africa, our people at home had 
no thought for what was probably of 
equal importance in the Far East. 
We cannot agree with Sir Edward in 
his estimate of Russian policy, which, 
he says, “is much more from hand 
to mouth than we think. I think,” 
he continues, “ that she moves like a 
large glacier, much more by pressure 
from behind than from any settled 
policy.” This we hold to be quite 
erroneous. ‘The glacier never retreats, 
It shows no sensitiveness to obstruc- 
tion. Now Russia does both these 
things when it serves her purpose. 
She submitted to a settlement of 
Crimean affairs that was greatly to 
ber disadvantage, but there was 
no change in her policy, and 
in 1877-8 she recovered all her 
lost ground and more. It is true 
that she again met a comparative 
set-back in the Berlin Treaty, but 
little by little she is overcoming the 
opposition then offered, and is making 
ready for her next move. There is 
nothing of the hand to mouth policy 
in this. Enemies may construe it as 
they please, but for Russia and the 
Russians it is wisdom personified, 
Similarly in Manchuria, the Russian 
feelers have again been pushed for- 
ward, this time with even more than 
the customary boldness. But there 
is always a practical certainty that 
on touching unything that offers firm 
resistance they will again retire, not 
from caprice, but from policy. 

One point deserves strong support, 
and coming from e statesman pre- 
disposed to be favourable to Russia 
it is worth all the emphasis that 
can be given to it, Referring to the 
want of an understanding, the speaker 
said: “ We cannot go on as we have 
been going. The Government talks 
about the status quo and integrity, but 
Russia is contioually abeorbing more 
territory and collecting more influence 
with the central authority. Having 
made up your minds what is neces- 
sary for consolidation, the sooner the 
Russian Government is made to un- 
derstand it the better.” 

If there be any vigour left in the 
wearied statesmen of the Treasury 
Bench it is much to be desired that 
there should soon be some show of it. 
To overawe Japan whom she wishes 
to fight alone, if fight she must, Rus- 
sia is adding immensely to her naval 
strength in the Far East. Jt is to 
our interest, to the interest of all 
who want the open door, to the in- 
terest of all who hope for future trade 
with China, that Japan should not 
be overawed. Whether we are to 





choose between an agreement with 
!Russia or an agreement with Ger- 
many is matter for debate, but that 
we have an agreement with Japan is 
a settled fact, not to be debated buy 
to be acted on.

A Chinanfu, capital of Shantung pro 
ivinee, dispatch states that, it having been 
‘discovered by the Chinese authorities that 
ithe Chinan-Kiaochou Railway Company, 
which possess a telegraph line running 
between the abore two points, have been 
lately accepting and transmitting private 
jand commercial telegrams contrary to re- 
gulations, H.E. Governor Chou Fu has 
ta protest on the subject to the German 
Governor of Tsingtao and demanding that 
the Railway Company be forbidden to 
accept or transmit any more private or 
commercial telegrams which have nothing 
to do with the concerns of the Company. 
The Waiwupu has als» sent a protest. it iv 
reported, to the Foreign Oflice at Berlin, 
Secret Emissaries. 
It is reported from 'Tientsin that Prince 
is sent on the 25th ultimo into Man- 
churia four of his most trusted Manchu 
officers, in fact, members of his personal 
body guard, with instructions to make 
careful investigations imto the present 
actual condition of the three Manchurian 
Provinces, the strength of the Russian 
troops, the feelings of the masses vis-a- 
vis the Russians, ote., ete. If nothing 
obstructs the path of these emissaries 
of Prince Ching they expect to be back 
m Peking by the middle of October next. 
‘The Provincial ‘Treasurer-designate of 
Chinese Turkestan, H.E, Wu  Ying-sun 
{formerly a very popular Taotai of Ning- 
po), arrived here from Soochow yesterday 
en route to Chinese Turkestan. 


An Important Capture. 

A Canton dispatch reports the capture 
the other day of a large number of 
magazine rifles and some sixty boxes of 
ammunition in the vieinity of Nankang- 
Kou, on the East River, near Canton, by 
the Chinese gunboat Heian. The contra- 
band was being carried in a couple of 
nocent looking’ native passenger boats, 
but there being a traitor in one of the 
boat's crows, the men-of-war’s men had 
no trouble in capturing the two boats, al- 
though their respective crews escaped by 
jumping into the river.

“What could be simpler than catching 
a steamer? You have only to find out 
the timo of starting, and then just step 
on board from the Bund.” 

Yes, that is so, for those who live any- 
where near a bund in China Proper, once 
called Settlement or Concession. But 
suppose you are Bohemian enough to live 
outside the range of macadamised roads, 
i» China Improper ;—that tract of land 
seldom blessed with the foot-prints of a 
Treaty Port explorer; that settlement 
where the Chinese still settle and squat 
in insanitation and unrepair ; that region 
Il conceded to them by the enlightened 
ations of Europe and America! If you 
hve there, what then? 

In order to narrow down the inevitable 
breadth of possibility which any sort of 
“up-country” residence —_ immediately 
suggests, let the comparatively simple 
case of one living four miles away from 
the Bund be taken as a specimen, and the 
various little experiences of such an one-be 
recorded. 

‘Phe Yangtze steamers at Hankow com- 
‘imonly start somewhere after 9 p.m. And 
so it was thought that half-past five would 
be late enough for the evening meal. 
‘This would allow three hours for the four 
miles’ distance. It must be explained, 
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however, that tho enterprising traveller, 
though just “one piece man,” bad a small 
skin box or two—Chinese pigskin boxes, 
those excellent arrangements which have 
crossed the sea to and from the home- 
land more than once, and have come to 
be regarded as the most creditable of 
Chinese manufactured articles; a port- 
manteau, and a Chinese cabinet, in two 
sections, the latter containing a few gar- 
jnents wrapped up in oiled cloth, for fear 
ther. 
Ot etn this word “weather” we have 
the secret of the difficulties attendant on 
catching a steamer. A long service house 
coolio may be at hand to anticipate overy 
Srish; outside coolies may be waiting for 
hire at the street corners, sampan men 
may bo carning a living under much com: 
tition at the Yangtze jetties, _ bi! 
weather” is a word of untold possibili- 
ties outside the range of Western civilisa- 
tion. fi : 
{ six the little procession started in, 
at the west gate of the city, And a wall 
through that city suggested, of all things 
fattho world, a recent “ Book of Common 
Prayer,” published at the Mohammedan 
Tract Depot, Punjaub, India. For in 
addition to several passages adapted fsom 
the English Prayer Book, new version 
of “ Greenland’s fey mountains” appears, 
taining the lino. : 
confrom China’s Picturesque Land.” 

‘And wet or dry, 2 Ohinese street is 
always a specimen of picturesque 
Squalour. Even its law courts, so squalid 
Fem a moral point of view, are undoub' 
caly centres of cunning diplomacy which 
has attained the proportions of a fine art, 
and may form a kaleidoscopic series of 

ictures for the delectation of certain 
Ppirits from another region, who aro so 
domesticated in the Middle Kingdom, and 
not to be mentioned under tho  oppro- 
brious epithot of “foreign devils. 

But meanwhile o dark cloud appeared 
to the southward, and the coolies hurried 
along with all speed toward the East’ gate, 
Under whose tunnel thoy stopped. “It 
has begun to rain outside the city, but 
not inside,” they called out. For the 
edge of a storm-cloud seemed to respect 
civie boundaries for once. But. not for 
long. Looking out on the Yangtze, it 
was covered with a cloud-like layer of 
rain splash. And turning round, the 
narrow city street was soon befogged in 
like manner, and converted into a paved 
ditch below from the copious down-pour 
from the wooden extensions of roofs. 

‘A fine sedan-chair, covered with blue 
cloth, protected by green oil-cloth covers, 
stood outside the city, waiting for an 














expected passenger by the ferry from Wu- 
chang. But as that passenger might now 
be safely given up, the coolies soon pro- 


cocded to divest the chair of its oil-cloth, 
converting it into extemporised capes 
for themselves,—and to allow the chair, 
both outside and inside, the privilege of 
awash. It is not to be affirmed that 
they were urged thereto from sanitary 
reasons, although while your sedan is in 
waiting anywhere, the dirtier and 
stronger of the two bearers commonly 
composes himself into a nap within, thus 
inoculating it with microbes and larger 
beasties, visible to the eye, but not to be 
specially enumerated hero. 

‘A sudden East wind was driving the 
rain into the tunnel. Whereupon a cake- 
baker, whose business is carried on rent- 
free under the said tunnel, half closed the 
city gates to protect his own fires, and 
incidentally the skins of the increasing 
number of refugees congregated there. 

‘On the walls of the arch were various 
proclamations; some from the prefect, 
and others on yellow paper from the 
Court. One of these latter had been 
deomed of sufficient importance to be 
mounted on a board. It twas a reprint of 
the edict of 1901, declaring surrounding

nations to be “our friends,” and urging 
tho populace to extend to their repre- 
sentutives the common rights of brother- 
hood. And’ half-hour's incarceration 
together under a gate-way, does tend to 
bring out much mutual feeling of akin- 
ness.

bandage, a little extra water 
being mo consideration. The general 
glumness, however, was relieved by the 
rushing-in of the’ captain of the “man- 
darin ferry boat.” A passenger had 
given a_cash or two short. And the 
ancient West Asian custom of deciding 
cases in the gate of the city was renewed 
for the moment. The cake-man became 
judge, the small crowd jury. ‘The plain- 
tiff, in straw cape and rain hat, proceeded 
to state his case with eloquence. The 
defendant, however, was his equal in voci- 
feration. ‘The couple of cash had dropped 
on the floor of the boat. Several could 
testify to that. And after ten minutes’ 
Froceedings, the action was withdrawn 
amid general approval. 

‘At last the rain seemed to abate, and 
we went forth to try and hail a boat. 
A solitary sampan remained at the jetty 
and the boatman was willing to"go. | But 
his boat was not large enough to hold 
the cabinets. So a lower jetty had to be 
appealed to. Boats in plenty, but all 
moored for the night. A boatman rowing 
his hardest up stream, loomed through 
the blackness. And it was our turn to 
shout. The rower, howerer, was cqual 
to the occasion. “Want life, ‘not cash!" 
he shouted back; meaning that his im- 
mediate concern was to preserve hi lifo 
by gotting home. After a while, another 
appeared. “Not worth it !” he shouted. 
*But Tm a foreigner and will give you 
several hundreds of cash (instead of the 
customary forty or fifty).” At that, he 
Froceeded to bend his oars shorewards, 
and then to bale out the fow gallons he 
kad caught. 

Flashes of lightning assisted us in get- 
ting the age on to the two little 
boats. But one had to sit in khaki on 
2 wet seat with knees far apart, for the 
cabinet nearly filled the floor. We start- 
ed, but no sooner were wo out in the 
current than a second down-pour began. 
No chance of getting at rain proof cloth- 
ing, or of protecting arms, still less knees, 
with an umbrella from the pelting storm. 
Streams of warmish water trickled down 
the skin into one’s boots. Splashes 
copious and liberal from the top of the 
cabimet blinded one's eyes.

MANNERS IN JAPAN. 


(EROM A TRAVELLING CORRESPONDEST.) 

Much has been said about the be 
haviour of the Japanese in their own 
country towards foreigners, want of court- 
esy and overbearing conduct being alleg- 
ed against them by many people. I must 
say that I never heard of this before I 
came to China; on the contrary, travel- 
lers in Japan by their writings impressed 
me with the idea that the natives were 
the politest folks in tho world. But not 
a few foreign residents in China who 
spend occasional holidays there told mo 
stories of the treatment accorded to white 
Feople, which upset all my previous ideas 
on the character of the Japanese, and on 
my first visit to the country I was op 
the lookout for that rudeness and incivil- 
ity T had been told to expect. After the 
first two weeks the knowledge was brougat 
home to me that my first ideas were 
right, and that in spito of what is said 
to the contrary by foreigners who look 
for that meekness and docility of temper 
which they think is due to them from the 
whole Asiatic race, the Japanese, if they 
have not heard much about the golden 
rule, certainly observe it in every branch 
of life. In a crowded tramcar, railway 
carriage, or strect, a white man receives 
far more consideration than he would 
from his own kind at home, and the same 
politeness with which the Japaneso treat 
each other is extended to him. Ho cor- 
tainly does not receive any sort of 
homage, and is at once made to understand 
that he is ono of the many on the same 
level; and if he is a reasonable man he 
will accept the position—otherwise there 
will be trouble. One member of a party 
of us in Tokio would not forget that he 
was not in China, and hie was very soon a 
most unhappy man. He will, in the 
future I suppose, form one of the party 
of adverse critics of tho ways of the 
Japanese. hs felt in pleasant 
Places but he expected to occupy too much 
room in them. Aggressive conduct and a 
wrong assumption of superiority. ha 
ter be left behind before Japa is oh oi, 
It is far more profitable to show ordinary 
respect to the people, and by your be- 
haviour inspire them to a worthy emula- . 
tion of your character, than to let. them 
think that the only things foroign worth 
having are of a material nature.

IsQUIRY ISTO THE WRECK OF THE 

Norwestax sTeaasnir SPou. 

His Honour explained the nature of the 
inquiry to the Court, and the points 
which would be followed in the evidence. 

Captain Jesperson, skipper of the Spol, 
that he had received a letter from the 
Tug and Lighter Company to the effect 
that several articles had been salved from 
the wrecked steamship, and were held to 
order, (Letter read to the Court and 
handed in.) The witness said that he saw 
the land itumediately before the ship ran 
aground. He at once ordered the engines 
to he stopped, but the ship was the next 
instant on the rocks. After she was 
aground they tried to get her off, but 
without success. They decided to lower 
the lifeboat into the water and prepare 
to leave the ship, and while engaged in 
doing this a Chinaman fell into the 
water and, although a lifebelt was thrown 
to him, he was swept away by the strong 
current. At dawn the signal C.A., ship 
shore, was hoisted, but did not attract 
tice. Before leaving the ship they threw 
‘out both anchors. The charts belonging 
to the Spol had been proved to be im 
































jauickly as possible. 





correct since the wreck. The Bi 
Admiralty charts were different to his own 
charts. ‘The chart possessed by the ship, 
prepared by James Imray and Son, Lon- 
don, and corrected to 1902, indicated that 
the lighthouse on the north side of ‘the 
Saddle Islands was visible 22 miles 
whereas it was visible 24 miles. Tho 
Admiralty chart also showed that the 
‘Amherst Rock was 1} miles more to the 
South than was marked on his chart. He 
left the Spol after she had gone aground 
with a view of bringing assistance as 
‘He attempted to 
reach the pilot boat, but the current was 
too strong and took them away, and 
finally they had to secure the help of « 
fishing smack. 

Peter Johansen, first mate of the Spol, 
said that at the time of the ship running 
ashore the second officer was on wateh. 
‘There was a crew of five Europeans and 
the captain on board and 22 Chinamen. 
‘Uhere were no faults with the ship and 
the instruments were in full working 

They had no pilot on board. The 
S book and the chart were the only 
things saved by the captain. He had no 
cxplanation to give of the disaster. 

Olaf Olsen, second mate, said that tho 
Spol was a new ship and went through her 
trial trip on the 23rd of January of this 
year. Ata quarter to nine o’elock on the 
night of the wreck he saw a light from 
the jighthouse. He went and called the 
captain, who came up on the bridge. The 
compass showed that they were running 
in a south-westorly direction, and tho 
course was put more to the west. The 
captain warned the witness, telling 
him to be cureful how he steered. Some 
time later witness saw rocks on the star- 
board side, and at once ported hard, but 
it was too late and the ship ran aground. 

By an Assessor—He was sure that the 
instruments were in good working order. 
There were about 1,900 tons of coal on 
board. It was a very dark night, but 
there was not much wind blowing. ’ The 
weather was rather fine. 

John Fallk and Rudeer Ellevsen, first 
and second engineers, gave evidence to 
the effect that the machinery of the ship 
was in good working order when they last 
attended to it. 

Svern Ellevsen, third engineer, said 
that he was in charge of the engine room 
when the Spol ran ashore, He received 
the order to stop, but before he could 
carry it out he felt the shock of the im- 
pact. The ship did not move afterwards. 
Two minutes later he received the order 
to go full speed astern. ‘The ship, how- 
ever, stuck fast, and would not move. 
After he had put eversthing in order in 
the engine room he got out, tho lifebelts 
for the crew. It was then about eleven 
o'clock. 

By an Assessor—He did not know at the 
time whether it was a collision or whe- 
ther the ship had run ashore. He could 
not leave his post to ascertain. Ho felt 
something seraping at the bottom of the 
ship. 

e Court: took note that all the mem- 
bers of the crew of the ship saw the China- 
man who was drowned fall overboard, and 

in reply to the captain, who asked 
them if they would stay on the ship while 
he went for assistance, they had said that 
‘on no account would they do so. 
‘The inquiry ended.
